When the fire has passed 
there remains

stumps and flame-scarred, smoldering 
soil. 
Yet within a few months the 
whole district will be g reen with the 
first leaves of the tiny seedling trees. 
Recent teats to discover the heat at 
g round level during a forest Are dis­ 
closed that It was from l.OiK) to 1,500 
deg rees Fahrenheit. The fires move so 
quickly that this Intense heat lasts for 
only a minute or less at any spot. 
Various tree seeds were then tried 
to see what heat they could resist.

The Tomb of Cyrus. 
In a remarkab le ruin, in a tolerab iv 
state of preservation, at Pasargadae 
In ancient Bab ylonia, is the tomb of 
Cyrus. 
It has b een called “a house 
uirnn a f>edestai,“ and consists of a 
pyramidal b ase constructed of huge 
b locks of white marb le, surmounted b y 
a house of the same material, covered 
with a sloping stone roof. The interior 
consists of a small chamb er, ten feet 
loug, seven feet wide and eight feet 
high, entered b y a low' and narrow 
door; there was deposited, in a golden 
coffin, tiie b ody of the great conqueror. 
It is supposed that a row of 24 col­ 
umns (Sinn* of whose b roken shafts 
still remain) enclosed the sacreci spot. 
On these mutilated columns is repeat 
edly found the inscription (written in 
Persian and in the so-called Median) : 
“I am Cyrus the King, the Achae- 
menian.’’

Recent teats to discover the heat at 
ground level during a forest fire dis­ 
closed that it was from 1,000 to 1,500 
degrees Fahrenheit. The fires move so 
quickly that this intense heat lasts for 
only a minute or less at any spot. 
Various tree seeds were then tried 
to see what heat they could resist. 
It 
was found that fir cones could with­ 
stand a temperature of 1,200 degrees 
Fahrenheit for eight minutes without 
losing their vitality.

It should be added, however, that 
the vain.* of the import has declined.
